difficulties which they will meer with in the beginning. The *

greateſt of theſe ditficulties , is (in my opinion) tbe igno- * 


rance of certain wozds end terms, which commonly cccur 
in ozdinary diſcourſe 3 ſuch as are the names of almoſt every 
thing which, we hourly ſ& and fl, and yet are fo little 
acquainted with , that we cannot fo much as tell how men 
call them. Foz example, what is moze commen than a 
Pillar, and all the parts that compoſe it 7 But what again 
leſs known than the names of all theſe parts ? And if there 
be ſo few that know their names fn their Pother-tongue, 
bow can th p be able to know them in Latine ? 

The reflexion that J made on this difficulty , which ap- 
pears at firſt inſfuperable to thoſe who defire tro learn La- 
tine, put me upon the deſign of compoſing a little Bok, and 
to digeſt ſeberal Catalogues of bulgar Wozds turned into 


an 


Latine, into common places, to the end that JI might ecſe - 


the pain which not only childzen , but eben men of age meet 
with in ſpeaking 5 fo2 how often do we find our ſelbes cb- 
liged ts ſtop in eur diſcourſe, becauſe we knew not the names 
of the things whereof we ſpeak ?

In effect, as the young Sctolars ſtall bere find a ſock of 
infinite numbers of twozds and things ro ſtuff their memozy 
with, and read them not with tci!, but pleacure , which will 
wondertnlly conduce to their ervzeTing of themſelbes in Las 
tine upon all ſubj?ts 5 ſo likewiſe dre pzomiſe to my ſelf, 
that the ableſt Paſters , and ſuch particularly »s make 28s 
feſſion of compoſing Dzations and the like Erercrſes of Wit, 
ſhall in the reading of this iittle Bok mect with a great deal 
of fit ratter to imbelliſþ and mrich thefr Diſrourſe , by the 
amplifications and enumerations of many ingenious things 
which they may find bere collected and compiled foz their 
uſe. 

I ſþall enlarge no moze upon this ſubject , JI leabe it 
to the Keader to judge if I flatter and deceive mp ſelf 5 
only I beg ot bim that be would not take it i11, if I ſap not 
all tbat may be ſaid of the ſubjects which I touch, eſpecially 
of the Terms of Art, Wy deffgn did not ſem to require fo 
much exactneſs3 and the fault may be eaffip amended in 
another Edition, it it be found neceſſary. Noz muſt he 
tink it range neither , that I bave delivered no moze but 
the names of things , without gibing my ſelf the trouble of 
explaining them. That omiſſio?! was eſſential to the in- 
tent I had in making this Bok 5 and if I had done other 
wiſe, I muſt not habe compoſed a ſmall Tome , but ſeberat 
big Uolumes- It is very fair,that in a little Book which map 
be carried in ones pocket, I babe compzehended almoſt what» 
eber is contained in the baſt extent of the Uniberſe ; it being 
difficult to ſee, feel, oz eben imagine any thing, which may not 
be found fn tits true place and o2der in this little Banual ; 
Infomuch that I think I bad reaſon to call it Indiculus Uni- 
verſalis, oz The World in Epitome; and greund likewiſe, 
(contrary to the common cuſtom) ts place the Latine Tire 
befoze the bulgar.

The ſecond Part treats of Man; his parts , to wit, the 
BBodp and Soul are there particularly ſpecified ; firſt the 
parts of the Body both erternal and internal z to wbich is 
added an exact d2fcription of all ſozts of Cloaths, Stuffs, and 
Iabits which ſerbe to cloathe and adozn him ; Next theſe 
of the Soul , which are its thzx Faculties , the Wemozy, 
Wind, and Will. Afterwards J reckon up the a@d and bad 
qualities of thefe Faculties , which are Uices and Uertues-+ 
I conclude this Part by rhe Paſſions , and by the bad. and 
wicked Actions they pzoduc:, when thep are immoderate. 

The third Part contains all that is to be conſidered m a 
Town. I give firſt a deſcription of rhe Inbabitants , whom
